packed various ways on grocery 
shelves. From Louisiana, for 
in- 


stance, come small whole sweet po- 
tatoes packed in 
syrup. 
These 


"small wholes" are fully-matuced, 
just small in sise. They are usually 
as free of strings, nutritious, and 
full of flavor as the larger yams. 
It's easy to mash them and their 
sweet syrup makes them a natural 
for use in desserts. These 
small 


whole potatoes'are attractive, too.

Taft Accuses Truman Administration

Of Appeasing Reds, Helping Russia 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20— UP)— 


Senator Taft (R-Ohio) has accused 
the Truman administration of "ap- 
peasing the Communists" and 
of 


helping to build Russia's military 
might. 
The Ohio lawmaker, chairman of 


the senate Republican policy com- 
mittee, also suggested that appease- 
ment of the Re-ds is the surest way 
to bring about World War III. 


And he asserted that the Chinese 


Communists have 
been 
assisted 
"even more by the friendly co-oper- 
ation of the Far Eastern 
division 


of our state department" than they 
have been by Russia. 
Follows Harriman Attack 


Taft's statements came after W. 


Averell Harriman, President Tru- 
man's special adviser on foreign 
affairs, has said that Taft's voting 
in congress sometimes has been in 
'line with "Communist objectives." 


Harriman called Indirectly for 


the defeat of Taft in his bid 
for 


re-election and declared the most 
charitable thing that can be said 
about the Ohioan "is that he knows 
not what he does." 
Taft had no comment on Harrl- 


man's speech to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in Houston, Texas, 
Tuesday—a speech which Senator 
Ferguson (R-Mich) said obviously 
must have had advance approval 
by Truman. 


Taft's charges against the- admin- 


istration 
were 
contained In his 
weekly newspaper column prepar- 
ed for Ohio voters. Released Wed- 
nesday, the column was distributed 
to newsmen the day before Hard- 
man's speech and there was no in- 
dication Taft had any advance in- 
formation regarding Harriman's re- 
marks . 
"Communism has always been a 
threat to the American 
people," 


Taft declared, "but the present mil- 
itary strength of Russians largely 
the result ,of ^tho foreign policy of 
the Roosevelt and Truman admin- 
istrations." 


Claims Russia Aided 


He added that the two Democrat- 


ic administrations followed a policy 
at the Yalta and Potsdam confer- 
ences "which placed Russia in 
a 


dominating position in central Eu- 
rope from which they can success- 
fully threaten the- liberty of west- 
ern Europe and 
of the 
United 
States," 


Both administrations, Taft 
de- 
clared, have displayed a "sympathy 
for Communism." He said Secreta- 
ry 
of State Acheson's policy of 


"contemplating surrender of For- 
mosa" and "recognition of the Chi- 
nese Communists x x x was only re- 
verse-d when the Korean war occur- 
red." Then Taft said: 


"Now, however, President Tru- 
man's rebuke of General 
(Doug- 


las) MacArthur makes it uncertain 
what our policy is regarding the 
further spread of Communism in 
Formosa and elsewhere in the Far 
East. x x x . 


"What is our policy In the 
Far 


East? Are we still appeasing 
the 
Communists? Is not appeasement 
the most certain method of bring- 
ing on a third World War?" 


Taft aaid the appointment 
of 


Gen. 
George C. Marshall as secre- 
tary of defense "raises still 
more 


doubts" about the administration's 
attitude 
regarding 
Communism. 


He said the administration 
sent 


Marshall to China in 1947 with or- 
ders to make Chiang Kai-Shek take 
Communists into his cabinet, "with 
the obvious danger of their taking 
over the government." 


"Reds in Government" 
The administration, Taft declar- 


ed, has been influenced "by Com- 
munists in the government" and by 
men like Henry A, Wallace, former 
vice president, and the late Harry 
Hopkins, 
adviser 
to 
President 
Roosevelt. 


The senator said that under such 


Influence the administration adopt- 
ed "the strange theory that Rus- 
sia was a 
'pe-ace-lovlng Demo- 
cracy/" and also "blindly accepted 
the promises of Stalin, who never 
kept a promise." 


In his speech to the AFL, HarrJ- 


man said the nation no longer can 
afford to leave in positions of high 
responsibility men -who fail to real- 
ize that American leadership is es- 
sential to the peace of the world. 


Then Harriman singled out Taft 


and said the Ohioah had voted in 
the senate to cripple the Marshall 
plan, against the- North 
Atlantic 
treaty and against the military aid 
program. 
"When you look at his record," 


Harriman said, "you cannot 
es- 


cape the conclusion that if congress 
had adopted his positions, Commun- 
ist objectives would thereby have 
been furthered." 
Harriman 
also 
declared 
that 


Taft, co-author of the Taft-Hartley 
law the administration wants re- 
pealed, has shown "no understand- 
ing of the importance of organized 
labor in our affairs at home and in 
the world." 


Lewis Takes Shot 


On the. labor front, John L, Lew- 


is, chief of the United Mine Work- 
ers, also took a pot shot at Taft. 
Lewis wrote R. Livingston Ireland 
of Cleveland, President of the Ohio 
Coal Operators Association, 
that 
Taft's political handlers "propose 
to have him enter coal mines 
to 
cozen the men underground." Lew- 
is addad; 


"You 
should re-fuse him entry to 


the mines where Americans toil. 
The underground workings 
are 


necessarily confined and the air 
therein is easily contaminated."

the bulge in one correspond

'. other. They look, in fact, as 


if they had once been joined 
and had drifted apart. 


This is just what the late 
: Prof. Alfred Wegener, a 
' German scientist, though' 


has happened. He published 
his theory in 1920 in a book 


. entitled "The Origin of Con- 


tinents and 
Oceans." 
His 


views have recently been the 
subject of a debate, ending 
in. a tie vote, before the Brit- 
ish Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


His supporters advanc- 


ed plausible arguments. One 
pointed 
to the so-called 


Scotia Arc, a chain of islands 
curving from 
the 
end of 


South America to Antarcti- 
ca. This, it was suggested, 
was a sort of hinge on which 
the Antarctic continent had 
swung from its original site 
in the Indian Ocean to its 
present place. If the arc 
were straightened and An- 
tarctica replaced, Australia 
and New Zealand would fit 
in the new land mass. 


Less theoretical were _the 


arguments of the zoologists. 
They find similar beetles, 
rodents and primitive rep- 
tiles in Africa 
and South 


America. The 4,000 miles of 
water between the two con- 
tinents preclude migration 
of such creatures. Therefore 
it is reasoned that the_ two 
must once have been joined. 


On the other hand the 


students of the ocean floor 
found no evidence of any 
such movement. One posed 
this question: "What could 
have made all this happen? 
No mechanism is -conceiv- 
able which could start such 
tremendous movements." 


Some day the truth may 


be known. Meanwhile many 
will think that the jigsaw 
similarity in the shapes of 
Africa and South America 
.must be more than coinci- 
dence.

our states with which there 
are mutual agreements. This 
reimburses the victims of 
uninsured and insolvent mo- 
torists. These trouble-caus- 
ers then have to repay the 
fund to the full extent of the 
judgment before they can 
drive again. 


Originally the fund began 


with a fifty-cent annual as- 
sessment against each driv- 
er's license. It is not drawn 
upon until all other efforts 
to collect have failed. That 
policy is to prevent collusion

and victims.

Here are a few highlights about 
the new income tax increase. 
It ranges from 20 1-2 per cent 


on people in the lowest income 
brackets to 11 1-2 per cent on 
those in the highest. 
But—this increase won't hit you 


all at once. The full increase will 
be applied only to your 1951 in- 
come, not your income this year. 


On your 1950 income only one- 


quarter of the increase is applied. 


For example: Say you're in the 


lowest bracket now and the in- 
crease on you will be 20 1-2 per 
cent. 
- 


When it comes time to settle up 
in full on your 1950 income tax, 
you'll find that the increase is 
only one-quarter of 20 1-2 per cent. 


But in 1952, when you settle up 


on 1951 income, you'll find your 
tax has been raised 20 1-2 per cent 
on vour whole 1951 income. 
This sounds complicated and 
a reader's 
first impression is 


probably something 
like this: 
"What a headache I'm going to 
have when I make my tax return 
on 1950 Income." 
Not so. Most people will do as 


they've been doing for years: 


They'll get a receipt from their 


boss on the tax withheld from them 
during the year. Then, without any 
figurine, of their own, they'll turn 
it. into the tax collector, together 
with a simple form that .they must 
fill out. 


He'll check It over to see that 
it's right. 
If they've been over- 


taxed, he'll give them a refund. 
If thev still owe some tax, he'll 
notify them. 


Then there are those who use 


the so-called 1040-short form. Al- 
though thev don't figure out their 
tax, they find it in the table on 
the back. 


They'll do the same when—be- 


fore midnight, March 15, 1951— 
:hev file their tax return on 1950 
income. They'll do nothing dif- 
ferently but—. The figures in those 
tables, because of tho tax increase, 
will be a little higher. 


And then there's the 
third 


group, as in the past, the people 
who must figure their own tax. 
They'll do exactly as in the past.

Easi Berliners' 
Moves Against 
WeslFizzIers

BERLIN, Sept. 21.—MP)—East 


Germany's cold-war 
Communists 
tried to take away land and light 
from their Western conferees to- 
day—but flopped on both counts. 


At midnight tho Reds arbitrari- 


ly cut off electric power deliveries 
to West Berlin. West Berlin got 
along on its own resources. 


Earlier in the rilght, on the out- 
skirts of the British zone, a half 
dozen Russian soldiers tried to 
move their border barriers to an- 
nex 175 square yards of territory. 
Some 100 British infantrymen turn- 
ed them back and British officials 
planned negotiating talks with the 
Russians to settle this mix-up to- 
day. 


There were other Incidents, also, 
indicating the Communists were 
systematically stepping up their 
war of nerves against Allied West 
Berlin. 
1. Several hundred Communists 


tried to stage an unlicensed street 
demonstration in the French sector, 
but were scattered by police with 
fire hoses. About 30 Reds were ar- 
rested. 


2. East German officials ignored 
a West Berlin offer that each: side 
release police that had been arrest- 
ed the day before in a series of 
tit-for-tat raids on each other's per- 
sonnel. 
At the latest count West 
Berliners have 51 Eastern cops in 
custody, while 25 West Berlin po- 
lice are under Communist arrest. 
3. The Communist press stepped 
up its propaganda barrage against 
the west, shrilling cries of "Ami 
(American) and Tommy (British) 
go home." 
On the other side of 


the ledger the Russians released, 
after 14 hours of routine question- 
ing, two American military police 
they had nabbed yesterday In the 
border area. The men said they 
had not been mistreated. 
Barge Traffic Died. 


4. Berlin's barge 
traffic 
with 
West Germany remained 
partially 


crippled as some 50 barges lay tied 
up here with their cargoes. The 
Russians would not clear their 
crew lists for inter-zonal passage, 
claiming the lists were out of date. 
The German skippers 
declared 
clearance of new lists would keep 
them idle for months. 


5. East Berlin cold storage hous- 
es, keeping goods for West Berlin 
firms, told tho Westerners to evac- 
uate. The latter is "more commun- 
ist chicanery." Plans were made 
to seek American financing for a 
West Berlin warehouse. 


Today's electric blackout try was 
the second time in three months 
that the Communists had cut pow- 
er delivery to the west. They laid 
their action to a dispute over pay- 
ments. 
West Berlin 
authorities 
branded it as a purely political 
move.

Pilot Describes It 
But Capt. H. A. Gurney, piloting 


United Air Line Flight 648, cast- 
bound, believes he and his crew 
witnessed the phenomena that caus- 
ed It al^ And, he adds, "If I hadn't 
seen it from start to fIrtish, I would 
have been ready to believe any- 
thing, too." 
' It was 10:52 p. m. MST. Gurney 
was just passing over Hurricane, 
a bit east of St. George, Utah, at 
17,000 feet altitude. The sky was 
crystal clear. 
,"A giant meteorite—or meteor— 
flashed by us, traveling east and a 
bit south,'• Gurney related on land- 
Ing here. "I called the others' atten- 
tion to it. It was white hot, shaped 


• something like a football. The tail 
was almost as hot, coming out from 
behind like a V. 


"When it was about 160 miles 


ahead of us, three pieces broke off 
the head. They turned from white 
to red to black. 
But they didn't 


fall. They faded out without seem- 
ing to drop. 
Nose Splits Up. 
"Then that white hot nose blew 


Into two.pieces. They turned red. 
They just kept going into space, 
following the curvature 
of the 
earth and the whole thing swing- 
ing from east to southeast with the 
orbit of the earth. 
"I've seen a lot of meteorites. 
But I never saw one stay in sight 
like that. It must have come in 
too close to the edge of the earth's 
atmosphere on about the same 
general curve. It never did seem 
to be caught by the pull of gravity."

Chechlnstruments 
Ready In Texas 


AUSTIN, Sept. 21—(Spc) — At 
least four diferent types of radio- 
active detection instruments and 
computers are available for meas- 
uring radiation particles If 
and 


when an atomic bomb Is ever ex- 
ploded over a Texas community. 
This 
encouraging bit of infor- 


mation was revealed by the state's 
chief' health 
official, Dr. Geo. 
W. Cox. He's state 
director of 
health and 
emergency 
medical 
service!, part of the Texas 
civil 
defense setup. 


Can Detect Safe Spot* 
Radiation is one of three" princi- 


pal harmful effects of atomic ex- 
plosions. Others are blast damage 
and burns. Using Radlac 
instru- 


ments, It is possible to know what 
areas are safe from the tasteless, 
odorless, 
colorless 
radioactive 


particles. 


All Radiac instruments are de- 


signed for use by radiation moni- 
toring squads. 
Squad 
members 


might be soldiers, or they could 
be civilians trained by the 
State 
Health Department's 
radiological 


division. In' either case they would 
be trained for immediate action in 
atomic disasters. 
"Planning 
emergency 
medical 


and health service in 
an atomic 
disaster has been one big mess of 
confusion," Dr. 
Cox 
admitted. 


"But we're beginning to see light 
now. ,Our radiology 
division 
is 


going to go right to work, 
now 
that we have it set up." 


Radiac instruments got this of- 
ficial explanation: 
Film badges can be pinned onto 
the lapel, strapped onto the wrist, 
worn in a ring, etc. They consist 
of a piece of photographic 
film, 
and are used to show the amount 
of radiation to which the monitor 
has been exposed. Radiation par- 
ticles affect the film like 
light. 


Dozens of "tracks" 
are 
visible 


when the film comes in 
contact 
with heavy concentrations of ra- 
diation. 


Form Permanent Record* 


Film badges are a permanent rec- 


ord of the exposure to which the 
monitors have been subjected. Dr. 
Cox says they show whether or not 
the wearer has received the "max- 
imum allowable lifetime dosage." 
Pocket dosimeters, like the film 


badges are for the protection of 
the monitors. They look like foun- 
tain pens, and guage on-the-spot 
amounts of radiation. 


Geiger counters and ionlzation 


chambers actually count the num- 
ber of radiotion particles—gamma 
rays, and alpha and beta particles 
present in an area. So sensitive is 
the Geiger counter that if It could 
be wired to a fly his footsteps could 
be heard dlstinstly.

Retail prices of top grade large 


egga and sevevral brands of vac- 
uum coffee 
advanced 
in 
many 


places this week. But otherwise 
food prices held largely unchang- 
ed from last week-end. 


Some cuts of beef edged upward 


slightly in scattered sections, but 
meats and poultry were generally 
steady. And on produce counters, 
advances in some local vegetables 
nearing the end of their season in 
nearby growing areas were just 
about balanced by declines in oth- 
ers still in abundant supply. 


Smaller Eggs Hold 
Large eggs climbed two to eight 


cents a dozen, continuing a week- 
long seasonal trend 
as 
farmers 


gradually replenish their 
laying 


flocks with younger 
hens. 
The 


small or pullet eggs 
from 
these 


younger hens have advanced much 
less than large eggs. And Agricul- 
ture Department specialists advised 
housewives to check prices of the 
smaller eggs for better values on a 
pound tor-pound basis. 


A table worked out by the de- 
partment shows that If large uggs 
are selling at 71 to 75 cents a dozen, 
the smaller are as good or better 
value at 53 to 56 cents. 
At least four major independent 


roasters of coffee raised prices of 
their nationally-advertised vacuum- 
packed brands by 21-2 to 3 cents a 
pound, blaming higher costs of 
green coffee. 
Tomatoes, broccoli, green 
corn 


and cucumbers were the fresh veg- 
tables most generally marked up 
in price this week. Lower in most 
places were apples, carrots, cauli- 
flower, celery, peaches and peppers. 


Sweet potatoes are headlined on 


the Agriculture Department's most- 
plentiful foods list for this week. 
The crop Is the largest in four 
years. 
, 
Meat Downturn Delayed 


Prices of beef and pork normal- 


ly would start their seasonal down- 
trend in the next few weeks as 
supplies pick up. But that down- 
turn is expected to be delayed this 
year—and may be much less pro- 
nounced than usual. 


This is partly because more meat 
Is being consumed as wages and 
employment rise and as the govern- 
ment buys more for 
the 
armed 


forces. But weather also has a lot 
to do with It. Wet, cool weather In 
the mldwestern 
corn 
belt 
has 


threatened to keep much of the 
corn ripening and hardening prop- 
erly so It can be stored for long 
periods. Many farmers consequent- 
ly are holding their cattle and hogs 
back from market to fatten them 
on this "soft" corn, which might 
otherwise be lost. 
The Dunn and Bradstreet whole- 
sale food price Index this week de- 
clined one cent from a week ago to 
$6.67, and was 16.6 per cent above 
the year-ago week's $5.72. The fig- 
ure represents the total wholesale 
cost of a pound each of 31 foods in 
general use.

''We issued about $15,000 worth

Winter legume should be plant- 


ed as soon as possible, or when 
moisture conditions are favorable. 
Thev are fine soil building crops, 
if properly inoculated and fertil- 
ized. 
As far as seed supplies are con- 


cerned, there's plenty. The USDA 
reports a record crop—large enough 
to plant 18,597,000 acres in the 
United States. 
Local agriculturalists have com- 


piled recommendations for Navar- 
ro county's 
winter legume pro- 
gram. Some of the highlights of 
these recommendations follow: 


Seed 
must be inoculated and 


seeded between now and November 
15. Phosphate should be applied

Mission Today. 
The foreign 
missionary enter- 
prise is not something that was 
thought up by a clever church 
leader in past centuries. 
It is 


inherent in the very nature of the 
Christian gospel. Christ's last com 
mand to His disciples was that 
they go forth 
and 
spread His 
teachings to the ends of the earth 
When the church as ceded this 
command, it has been 
healthy 


when it has neglected it, it has 
become introvei-ted and has slip- 
ped into decadence. 


The first great Christian mis- 
sionary, of course, was St. Paul 
The Sunday school lesson 
this 


week deals with Paul, the world 
evangelist. He was a great the- 
ologian, a church organizer, but 
above all else he was a mission- 
ary. 


This Saul (he was first called by 
his Hebrew name) who, from a 
narrow, fanatical, Jerusalem zeal- 
ot was turned into the largest 
figure in Christian history, 
was 


from the first an active personal- 
ity. He had guarded the clothes 
of 
the 
men 
who 
had 
stoned 


Stephen, the first Christian mar- 
tyr. 
While other orthodox Phar- 
isees 
were 
content 
to 
sit 
in 


council, criticizing and 
condemn- 


ing the new cult of Christ, Saul 
had been busy doing something 
about it. 
So, armed with official 


credentials, he set out for Da- 
mascus, where a nest of Chris- 
tians 
had 
gathered, 
to break 


them up and arrest them. 
Fiery 


bigotry winged his steps, as with 
a convoy of attendants, he made 
his vengeful way to Damascus. 
Intellectual Turned Evangelist. 
Though he knew it not, this 
zeal of Saul was part of the uni- 
que equipment which Jesus covet- 
ed for the extension of His king- 
dom. 
Saul had learning-; he was 


a scholar fitted to outreason Jew- 
ish ecclesiastics and Greek phil- 
osophers: he was a Roman citi- 
zen with all the privileges there- 
in involved; he was a Pharisee, 
with entry 
into Jewish 
circles 


everywhere; he was t skilled tent- 
maker, at home with the fellow- 
ship 
of workingmen; 
he 
was 


probably the 
inheritor of some 


wealth, and at ease in the high- 
est society. 
Small wonder 
that 


God chose him as an instrument 
for world pioneering. 


Right here we come to a re- 
markable fact, fraught with pro- 
foundest 
implications. 
This man 
Saul, an 
"intellectual" if 
there 


ever was one, came to a complete 
right-about-face in his beliefs and 
practices, not by means of philo- 
sophical arguments, 
not by the 


force) of logic, not by the uncpv- 
ering of new truths, but by 
a 
great emotional 
Rxperience, such 


as turns the poor derelict in the 
rescue mission into new, clean 
way* of life. 
A personal contact 
with a risen Saviour, a blazing 
vision of spiritual verity, 
made 
Saul completely over in an in- 
stant. 
There are no hearts so 
stony, no wills so strong that an 
understanding of the Saviour can- 
not change them. 


There Is of course, a place in 


religion for philosophy and for all 
possible learning. 
But there Is a 
greater place for that personal 
emotional experience called con- 
version. 
For a generation 
or 


more, many branches 
of 
the 


Christian church have experienced 
the enfeebling effect of a sterile 
intellectualism and a pretense of 
"liberalism" 
which 
has 
done 


much to silence the evangelistic 
note in preaching. 


Today there is, happily, a wide- 


spread turning to the old truths 
which transformed Saul of Tarsus 
into Paul the missionary. For this 
hour's emergent need we find the 
old-fashioned 
gospel 
reappearing 


in power. The world today is on 
the Damascus Road. 


Need of Conversion Today. 


This story of Sauls' conversion 
is timely reading right now. We 
are all looking for- a "way 
out" 


for the world. Without the chang- 
ing of mankind's mind there can 
be neither peace nor prospesity 
for the race. 


So Christendom's supreme prob- 


lem and task is that of present- 
ing Jesus Christ as the one ade- 
quate answer to our world's need. 
Nations may crash and 
social 


systems perish, but that matters 
nothing if only people come into 
discipleshlp to the Master of life. 
The Jesus way of life fills 
all 
the hopes of the race, and ends 
all the clashes ^nd strife. Christ 
transcends all barriers of color, 
clime, race and blood. 


With an ungency that passes 
the power of words, every Chris- 
tian is constrained to • cry aloud, 
to every last person he may by 
any means reach: 
"Meet Jesus 
Christ, whom Saul met on the 
Damascus Road. In him Is power 
to make all life new."

Discussed At Farm and Ranch Club

Soil conservation practices were 


discussed by seve-ral speakers 
at 


the meeting of the Navarro County 
Farm and Ranch 
club Tuesday 


evening at the courthouse. 


Warren E. Church outlined the 


conservation practices, to be stress- 
ed by governmental agencies this 
Fall—-planting of crimson 
clover 
and terraces and outlets. 


Church also spoke on the rain 
drop erosion losses 'on the steep- 
er lands despite terraces ana con- 
tour plantings. He urged clover 
crops. 
Bob Clicque, PMA executive, said 
that the issuing of phosphate be- 
gan Tuesday. Governmental assist- 
ance in 1950 for soil building prac- 
tices in Navarro county amounts to 
$152,000—with $47,000 available for 
the remainder of this year. 


Clicque said the PMA has money 
for terracing at any time. He out- 
lined the allowances per farm and 
explained how the figures are de- 
termined. The 1951 program may 
start about October 1, two months 
earlier than last year in the winter 
legumes practices. 
The PMA director explained the 


winter legume program of assist- 


ance, and quoted prices for 
top 
grade/seeds. He also discussed as- 
sistance 
toward waterways 
for 
terrace outlets. 
W. H. Walker, agriculture rep- 
resentative of the First National 
Bank, also discussed fertilizers 
and seeding of winter legumes In 
Navarro county to save the soil. 
He urged the cutting of green cot- 
ton stalks as soon as the cotton 
Is picked and the turning under 
of the stalks to fight the 
boll 


weevil Infestation here. He said 
this was the most effective con- 
trol measure known to agricul- 
turists. 
W. H. Butler outlined his 
ob- 
servations on the widespread use 
of crimson clover in Alabama dur- 
ing a recent visit to that section. 
It is used in that area for soil build 
ing, grazing and as a cash crop. 
This type of clover, however, has 
not b.een used extensively in this 
Immediate section, but a number 
of landowners are experimenting 
with it.
